Jennifer Stewart, a senior at STHS, recently won 
the Dorothy 0. Furlotte Memorial Scholarship for 
Michigan State University in the National Merit Schol- 
arship Corporation.

If f you love adventure and you're looking for the 
M perfect escape to another world, then the Chroni" 
cies^ilh^ JDen/n i are definitely for you. 

This expertly written triology by Katherine Kurtz 
takes the reader by the hand and leads him from this 
mundane world of cars and crisis into a different land 
where magic is the rule. Set in the imaginary kingdom 
of Gwynedd (which is much like ancient Wales), the 
reader becomes immersed in the first novel, Deryni 
Rising^ 

The Deryni are a quasi-mortal race of sorcerers 
with, magical powers such as telepathy, psychokinesis, 
and healing. For centuries, the Deryni had been outcast 
and murdered. Only very gradually and grudgingly had 
those with Deryni blood been accepted with a small 
degree of trust. One of these was Alaric Anthony Mor- 
gan, Duke of Corwyn. Alaric was the chief advisor and 
closest friend to King Brian Haldane. An evil Deryni 
sorceress murders Brian and becomes the archrival of 
Duke Morgan and the new king. Kelson. A magical 
battle ensues and the sorceress is defeated by Deryni 
magic. It is discovered that King Kelson, like Morgan is 
half-Deryni and the Church in the city of Gwynedd is 



horrified. For the Church had always been the Deryni's 
worst enemy, persecuting them and murdering them. 
In their e/es to be Dpryni was heresy, punishable only 
by death. The religious order rises to oust the young 
king arid destroy Morgan forever. 

Ihus begins the" second novel, Deryni Checkmate 
which deals with the church's attempts to eliminate 
Morgan.

My opin- 
ion is, "Do your own thing, but don't violate my 
space."

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STHS Doesn't Offer Enough Sports Programs

W hen I look at schools down in Sacramento and 
most other places, I see that they just dqn't 
offer a couple of sports per season, but a wide variety 
of athletics. 

! feel that South Tahoe High should take a second 
look at these sports, namely soccer, golf, gymnastics, 
swimming and diving. The Golden Empire League par- 
ticipates and offers these sports (except soccer, there is 
a separate league for this). You can't say that the Stu- 
dent Body isn't big enough for a variety of sports. 
There are schools much smaller than ours, that offer 
these programs. Even Whitteli, which is 14 the size of 
our school, offers more in boys spring sports than we 
do. There are enough transfers in from LA and the Bay 
Area so that we wouldn't even have to teach most of 
our people how to play these sports. 

There are more than enough students in this school 
to participate in these programs, but it appears that the 
administration does not want to take the time or effort 
to set something up, 'cause they will miss maybe a 
lunch or two.' The money spent would be minimal, 
because like in Whitteil's golf team, their green fees are 
donated by the Edgewood golf club, and there are no 
uniforms to be bought. The pool at the Recreation 
hail is free to all students (if the school administration 
wants it). The team members could go by car pool 
to the pool in the morning before school, and during 
seventh period. Here again, members buy their own 
suits, so no major cost as in football is involved (except 
the coach). 
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School is a time in a person's life where he learns 
and is made aware of many things. With these addition- 
al sports, the administration can create more insight 
for our people.
